JAPAN (EVEN BEFORE CONTRACT SIGNED). 

3. EMBASSY PERPLEXED BY REF B REQUIREMENT THAT PROVEN PROCEDURE BE 
DISCARDED. EMBASSY URGENTLY REQUESTS ERDA HQ RECONSIDER DIRECTIONS
